Father Wuest Classifies Agents 
Of Chemical Warfare At Talk , 


Start After Literary 
Prize Awards Now 


By Ed McElroy 


Speaking on “The Classification 
of Chemical Warfare Agents,” the 
Rev. Albert Wuest, C.PP.S., deliver- 
ed the second in a series of twelve 
lectures on the technique of chemi- 
cal warfare on Tuesday, Feb. -23. 
The lecture, given in the demonstra- 
tion laboratory, was attended by 
College students and townsfolk. 

Father Wuest gave typical ex- 
amples of chemical ' warfare agents, 
and told the" effects of weather and 
surrounding^ on such agents. 

“From the standpoint of their 
tactful use,” he declared, “agents 
are characterized as persistent or 
non-persistent, and as quick * 1 or 
slow-action agents.” 

Classified War Agents 

After discussing the tactful use 
of warfare agents, Father Wuest 
concluded his lecture by emphasiz- 
ing the — in. t.hft , classifi- 

cation of these agents. “Rigid clas- 
sification of chemical warfare 
agents,” he explained, “is made on 
the basis of ( 1 ) the purpose for 
which they are used and ( 2 ) the 
physiological effects they produce.” 

The next lecture will be given on 
March 9, and will deal with “Th§ 
Physical Properties of Chemical War- 
fare Agents.” The public is cordial- 
ly invited. These lectures, sponsor- 
ed by the Albertus Magnus honor- 
ary Science Society, are St. Joseph’s 
contribution to Civilian Defense in 
this area.
